GOVERNMENT’S BRIEF. 

ATTORNEY-GENERAL’'S WORK. 

[BY THE ASSOCIATED PRUESS—A.M.1 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.—The bDriei 
of the government in the case of the 
Northern Securities Company and 
others against the United States on 
appeal was dled in the United States 
Supreme Court today. The document 
was prepared by Atty.-Gen. Knox and 
Assistant Attorney-General Day, and 
covers 180 printed pages. 

After stating that the bill in the case 
was originally brought the govern- 
ment to restrain the violation of the 
anti-trust law by the Securities Com- 
pany in the consolidation of the North- 
ern Pacific and Great Northern ra- 
roads and that the decision of the 
court below was favorable to the con- 
tentions of the United States, the briet 
enters into the following specifications 
as to the reasons for the action: 

First—The lines of railway operated 
by the defendants, the Great Northern 

lway Company and the Northern 
ine Railway Company, are parallel 
and competing. 

Second—That the combination is in 
restraint of interstate commerce anda 
monopoly. 

The concluding of Judge 
Thayer's opinion in the Circuit Court 
is quoted as summing up the argument 
bearing upon the facts of the case, as 
follows: 

“At the present time, the Securities 
Company is the owner of about 96 Her 
cent. of all the stock of the Northern 
Pacific Railway Company and the own- 
er of about 76 per cent. of all the stocz 
of the Great Northern Railway Com- 
pany. The scheme which was thus de- 
vised and consummated led inevitably 


“First, it placed the control of the 
two roads in the hands of a single per- 
son, to-wit: The Securities Company 
by virtue of its ownership of a large 
majority of the stock of both compa- 
ni 


“Second, it destroyed every motive 
for competition between two roads an- 
gaged in interstate traffic which were 
natural competitors for business by 
pooling the earnings of the two roads 
for the common benefit of the stock- 
holders of both com es; and, accord- 
ing to the familiar rule that everyone 
is presumed to intend what is the nec- 
essary consequence of his own acts, 
when done wilfully and deliberately, 
we must conclude that those who con- 
ceived and executed the plan afore- 
said, intended, among other things, to 
accomplish these objects.” 


The Attorney-Gereral’s own sum- 


mary of the results is as follows: 


“To sum up- the result of the 


mentioned exchanges of Great North- |. 


ern and Northern Pacific stock for the 
stock of the Securities Company, the 
latter company on December 11. 1901, 
had acquired and paid for 990,000

Northern stock, the total capital stock 
of that company consisting of 1,250,000 
shares, of which 1,220,000 had been is- 
sued, and by January 1, 1902, the Se- 
curities Company had acuired virtual-

The final result of the transactions 
was that one and the same set of men, 
Mr. Hul and Mr. Morgan and their as- 
sociates, being the ruling spirits among 
them, acting together under a charter 
agreement, and through the agency of 
a oganization, became in- 
vested with absolute power of control 
over two parallel and competing sys- 
tems of interstate railways. In place 
of the two distinct sets of stockhold- 
ers with rival and competing interesta, 
namely, the stockholders of the Great 
Northern and Northern Pacific, there: 
has been substituted by means of in- 
terchange of stocks described, by the 
one set of stockholders, with one com- 
mon and non-competitive interest, 
namely, the stockholders of the Securi- 
ties Company. Thus, identically the 
same persons who controlled the Great 
Northern and Northern Pacific before 
the Securities Company came into pos- 
session of a majority of their shares, 
control them now, only now these per- 
sons have a common interest—‘com- 
munity of interest —in the earnings of 
both roads, while formerly the inter- 
ests of the two sets of s—the two 
sets of stockholders—were, in most ra- 
spects, divergent and competitive. It 
borders on absurdity to say that two 
railway corporations which under nor- 
maleconditions are naturally competit- 
ors for tram will continue to om- 
pete in any realization after both be- 
dome subject to the same source of 
control It is not in the interest of 
the stockholder of the Securities Com- 
pany that one of these railroads should 
prosper at the expense of the other. 
They have a common interest in both. 
they receive their dividends from u 
fund created by pooling the earnings 
of both. <A more effective method of 
combining competitive interests—for 


and naturally competing business cor- 
porations—it would hardly be possible 
to conceive.”’ 

The questions of law growing out of 
the statement of facts are presented 
as follows: 

“First—Has a combination been ge- 
complished by means of the Securities 
Company in violation of section 1 of 
an act of Congress approved July 2. 
1890, entitled ‘An actto protect trade 
and commerce against uniawful re- 
straints and monopolies’ hereafter 
called the ‘Anti-trust Act?’ 
“Second—Have the defendants mo- 
nopolized, or attempted to monopolize, 
any part of the interstate or foreign 
commerce of the United States in vio- 
lation of section 2 of the Anti-trust 
Act? 

Third— Was the relief granted by 
the Circult Court authorised by law?” 
The government maintains thet each 
of these questions should be answered 
in the affirmative. 


MERGER POSSIBILITIES. 

SUN DIFFDPRS WITH KNOX. 

(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
NPW YORK, Dec. 4.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The Sun says: | 
“In his brief for the government in 
the great case which went to final 
trial yesterday in the Supreme Court 
of the United States, Atty.-Gen. Knox 
declares that it is hardly possible to 
conceive a more effective method of 
combining competitive interests, and 
thus suppressing competition between 
naturally-competing corporations, than 
that which was adopted in the 80- 
called ‘merger’ of the Great Northern 
and Northern Pacific Railway compa- 
nies. 
“The possibilities of intellectual con- 
ception are not fairly measured in this 
opinion of the Attorney-General. It is 
not only possible to conceive, but it is 
also easy to cite, as matters of experi- 
ence and record, combinations in re- 
straint of competition which are far 
more effective and thorough—and, in 
consequence, far more illegal, in view 
of the Federal Anti-trist Act—than 
that which now occupies Mr. Knox's 
attention. | 

“In the able brief of George B. 
Young, counsel for the Securities Com- 
pany, this possibility is illustrated by 
a striking catalbgue of actual consol- 
idations of naturally competing lines 
by more effective methods, and this, in 
many instances, since the Anti-trust 
Law was enacted. 

“Four examples of that more effect- 
ive method ot consolidation in restraint 
of competition which Mr. Knox's intel- 
lect is unable to conceive, concern only 
one aspect of the great case in which 
the right to’purchase and hold prop- 
erty and many other fundamental and 
natural rights of citizenship are di- 
rectly involved.”

It is gratifying, however, to see 
Stich evidences of material prosperity, 
and the practice of giving which it 
stimulatés, if properly directed, ie one 
worthy of commendation and en 
agement. The qualification as to 
proper direction deserves to be em- 
phasized. There is much to be 
learned by a great many people about 
proper giving. To a friend who is 
deserving of a gift its cash value is 
not its significant feature. The man 
or woman who stops to guess at the 
cost of the gift sent him or her, is 
of the stuff that misers are made. 
Real friendship is not mercenary; is 
not measured by dollars and cents. 
It is this financial estimate wrongly 
placed upon tokens of friendship 
which are passed at Christmas time 
that often makes the season one of 
burden, when it should be one of 
pleasure. It constitutes an obstacle 
in the way of the best development of 
friendship between those of different 
degrees of worldly wealth. The 
poorer man feels humiliation and em- 
barrassment because he cannot give, 
or feels that it is a burden to give, 
as liberally to his friend as his friend 
gives to him, and the wealthier man 
may, if he have delicate sensibilities, 
feel constrained to give less liberally 
than he would gladly do were it not 
for the fear of making his friend feel 
the burden ot obligation. 


What then is the principle that 
underlies proper giving? It is un- 
doubtediy the of a 
feeling of friendship, but, as we have 
said, real friendship is not measured 
in dollars and cents. It is the thought, 
the feeling that accOmpanics a gift 
to a friend that constitutes its real 
worth. The gift should be a token, 
not a reward. This understood, there 
need be no sense of burden, no féel- 


and the poor may come together un 
common ground, each making himself 
happy both in the giving and in the 
receiving. 


Associated with the giving of’ 
tokens of friendship at Christmas 
time is the very commendable custom 
of giving for the benefit of the poor, 
of those who have few or none of 
the luxuries of life and are, perhaps, 
overburdened in obtaining its neces- 
sities. Here a very different principle 
obtains. Here the token of kindly 
feeling may be permitted to draw 
upon the purse st , and take the 
form of 
And it is the undoubted duty of every 
person at this time to share his pros- 
perity in some degree with the needy. 
Poverty becomes more poignant to 
its victims at-such times as this, 
when luxury especially displays itself 
and there is such evidence of plenty 
in the hands of others. 


Therefore, and in conclusion, let 
your liberality be shown in your 
gifts to the needy, but let the under- 
lying purpose of your presents -io 
frien@s be the expression of love, ot 
the donation of money, or its equiva- 
lent in any form. ae

arrests and convictions. But there is a 
limit to the work that a given number 
of men can do, and the work required 
of the Los Angeles Police Department 
has long since passed the possibility of 
performance, and K. we are not at once 
granted a large increase in the number 
of police Officers, much of the work 
properly required of the Police Depart- 
ment must of necessity remain unper- 
formed. A consideration of the nu- 
merical strength and the work of the 
Police Department of this city for the 
last ten years shows very vonclusively 


officers that have been from time to 
time granted us have not inéreased the 
department anything like in propor- 
tion to the growth of the city and the 
facrease of police work. 

“At the close of the year 1893 there 
were eighty-three officers-in-the de- 
partment, and we now have 137, or an 
increase of only 65 per cent., and in 
the said year 1893 the total arrests of 
the department were only 32077, while, 
as above shown, the artests for the 
year just closed were ‘10,390. or an in- 
crease of about 320 per cent. In the, 
same time large areas have been an- 
nexed to the city territory and the 
population of the city has increased 
about 150 per cent., and there is no 
question that in proportion to the pop- 
ulation and the extent of territory to 


very smallest in the United States. 1 
hope that all of the city authorities and 
the taxpaying citizens of Los Angeles, 
All Who have the good of the city at 
heart, soon will_realize that Los An- 
geles is no longer a village that can be 
patroled by a handful of men. It is a

The fact is notorious that 
the present City Jail bullding is not 
adapted to the purpose for which it was 
intended, that it was a botch .job 
foisted upon the city through political 
influence.

VENTURA, Dec. 15.—The proprietors 
of the new hostelry of the Ojai Valley. 
“Foothilis,” are in trouble, having no 
liquid refreshments for their prospective 
tourist guests. The hotel has no wa- 
ter, and will not have any until the 
rains come and fill the biß reservoir 
which was built with the hotel. There 
is a good well on the hotel properiy, 
but it is owned by another party, who 
now refuses to sell to the hotel people, 
except at a gilt-edge figure. The well 


was offered twice to the hotel owners 


at $500, and twice refused by them, and 
now the owner will not take less than 
$1000. for his valuable holding. The 
hotel people will not pay the advanced 
figure, and have concluded to wait for 
the raim to fill their reservoir, but the 
rain persists in holding off. The ucs- 
tion of water is not the only one which 
is agitating the hotel owners. The ho- 
tel must get along, also, without liqueur. 
Ventura county, outside of incorporated 
towns, has an iron-bound prohibition 
ordinance, and the Ojai Valley is the 
very storm center of temperance.

REV. W. E. DAY DELIVERS FINE 
ADDRESS TO POMONA COLLEGE. 
| 
Physical Development Vital to True 
Education—Athietics Must be Purged 


of All Foul Play—Social. Side of Col- ; 


lege Life—Pomona Notes. 


CLAREMONT, Dec. 14.—Holmes Hall 
Chapel was crowded yesterday morn- 
ing with an audience eager to receive 
the address of Rev. William Horace 
Day, pastor of the First Congregational 
Church of Los Angeles, upon the sub- 
ject of The Physical and Social Sides 
of Education.” 

The speaker took his text from the 
second chapter of Luke: “And Jesus 
advanced in wisdom and stature and in 
favor with God and man.” Rev. Mr. 
Day spoke in part as follows: 

“In speaking to you of the physical 
side of college education I would em- 
phasize first that the physical develop- 
ment must be made only a means to an 
end. As Paul said, Glorify God in the 
body.’ How vital physical development 
is to true education has only just been 
recognized by our colleges. Less than 
fifty years ago there was not a regu- 
lar college gymnasium in America. To- 
day the head of a college department 
of athletics ranks high in importance 
it facuity of any enterprising insti- 
ution. 


“One morning when I was playing 
‘tennis while at Yale Theological Semi- 
nary, a fellow-student with perverted 
views of life a hed our courts 
with a long face inquired: ‘Can you 
take time to play tennis wien there are 


o many souls to be saved?” And we 


were obliged to replay, Les, we can; 
just because there are so many souls to 
be saved.’ 

“Some say that athleties should be 
eliminated from college. can 
never prove their point. Even grant- 
ing that a point or two in scholarly 
standing must be sacrificed in order to 
secure the full athletic training, I de- 
lieve it is manifestly worth while. Col- 
lege life teaches us to learn in order 
that, later, we may act. Discipline is 
a. vital feature of education. en 4

WON'T COME IN 
TO SANTA MONICA. 


ELECTION FAILS In ' 

DISTRICT. 

Seems to Leave Way Clear for In- 

corporation of Ocean Park—Ordi- 

nance Against Public 


SANTA MONICA, Dec. 14.—Santa 
Monica will not expand, at least just at 
present, as the territory outside of the 
city refused to come in by a vote of 
19 to 11. Thirty votes were cast in 
the territory between Marine street 
and Rose avenue. Ten men were chal- 
lenged, four were refused the privi- 
lege of casting ballots—three on the 
ground of illegal residence, hile tife 
other man had removed from the pre- 
cinct and acquired a residence in Los 
Angeles. In precinct No. 1 of Santa 
Monica, 101 votes were cast out of a 
registration of 450. There were 92 yeas 


and 9 nays. 

In precinct No. 2 out of a registra- 
tion of 600, 135 votes were cast, 131 
yeas and 4 nays. 


The result hinged upon the votes in 
the outside district, that is the terri- 
tory proposed to be annexed, and as a 
majority against was cast therein the 
question was defeated, notwithstand- 
ing the overwhelming majority in fa- 
vor of annexation within the incorpo- | 
rated limits of Santa Monica. 

The defeat of annexation now leaves 
the way open for the incorporation of 
Ocean Park, the petition for which is 
now before the Board of Supervisors, 
and which on November 16 was set 
for further hearing the 22d inst. Had 
annexation carried today it is believed 
there would not have been sufficient 
population in the proposed new town 
to entitle it to incorporaiion. No doubt 
whatever is ex as to there be- 
ing a majority in favor of incorpora- 
tion when the vote is taken on the 
question.
